Japan's post war problem of re­ 
turned soldiers and colonists is one 
that can prove- a “great opportunity 
or a great tragedy," he added. “You 
know how difficult it was for many 
of our own soldiers and sailors to 
return to civilian life after the 
war. They came home to a country 
which was not devastated by war; 
they came home to find shelter, 
Icx)d. and when they wanted it, 
work, Yet despite all this many had 
problems of readjustment. 
“The problem of the returning war 
veteran in Japan was much greater 
He 
returned 
home

defeated 
soldier, with his world destroyed. 
Thousands found ruins where their 
homes had been. Thousands found 
their families dead or scattered 
They had no food, no homes, no 
work, no chance, no money. And in 
addition to the returning soldiers 
there was added another problem 
Japan haa never been able to sup­ 
port Its population. Hundreds of 
thousands had colonized elsewhere, 
in Manchuria, Korea and the south 
sea islands. All of these thousands 
of people were forced to return to 
Japan and arrived, like the soldiers, 
homeless, their lifework gone, with­ 
out employment, and many without 
money or hope. 
“Most had no religious faith to 
•iustain them, most had never known 
compassion, 
or friendliness 
from 
other people. A nd'communism is 
muling a fertile field among them 
If we are to help Japan we must 
find some way to give them hope, 
if not for themselves, at least for 
their children. Otherwise they will 
turn anyway In their desperation — 
and Communism 
is 
waiting 
for 
them."
